Instructions  for  Gallery  Sitters  at  Emmanuel  Church 

Please  be  15  minutes  early  in  order  to  set  up  in  time  for  opening.  The  Church  front  door  should  be  open. 
If  not,  use  the  intercom  to  the  right  of  the  door.  Leave  door  unlocked  so  others  can  get  in. 

GALLERY  PREP 

1 . Proceed  to  the  second  floor  “Music  Room”  Gallery.  It  should  be  open.  If  not,  the  key  and  the  store 
room  key  are  in  a key  box  glued  to  the  underside  of  the  wooden  chest  opposite  the  gallery  door.  The 
“Green  Book”  with  detailed  instructions  will  be  in  the  carved  wood  buffet  in  the  upper  right  drawer.  All 
directional  signs  in  the  drawer  should  be  posted  in  the  stairway.  Hang  the  “GALLERY  UPSTAIRS” 
sign  on  the  first  floor  newel  post. 

2.  The  gallery  light-switch  boxes  are  inside  the  closet  to  the  left  of  the  buffet.  Please  check  to  make  sure  all 
5 sets  of  the  gallery  wall  lights  are  turned  on.  Instructions  are  posted  on  and  beside  the  boxes.  Gallery, 
hallway,  stair  and  foyer  ceiling  light  switches  are  located  in  their  respective  locations  and  also  need  to  be 
turned  on. 

3.  Please  take  a moment  to  look  at  the  Green  Book  and  at  the  credit  card  machine.  It  is  not 
complicated.  However  it  is  very  uncomfortable  to  figure  out  the  sales  procedure  for  the  first  time 
in  front  of  a buyer. 

4.  Detailed  instructions  for  hanging  our  banner  on  the  entry  door  flagpole  will  be  in  the  green  sales  book. 
The  banner  should  be  stored  in  the  light  switch  room. 

5.  If  it  is  a “Demo  day”  or  “Talk  day”  hang  the  appropriate  sign  on  the  front  door  (use  the  eye-hooks  that 
are  taped  to  the  back  of  the  sign  and  screw  them  into  the  right-hand  front  door).  This  demo  sign  is  also 
kept  in  the  music  room  gallery  in  the  carved  wooden  buffet  with  the  “Green  Book”. 

6.  A portfolio  for  visitor’s  comments  is  also  kept  in  the  buffet.  Place  the  portfolio  on  top  of  the  buffet  with 
a pen  to  solicit  comments.  The  signature  members  biography  books  are  also  located  in  the  buffet.  Place 
them  on  one  of  the  tables  in  the  gallery  or  on  the  buffet  for  visitors  to  peruse. 

7.  The  Gallery  often  needs  to  be  tidied-up,  chairs  rearranged  or  stowed  in  closet,  etc. 

8.  If  there  is  no  table  in  the  Foyer  downstairs,  a folding  table  is  in  the  store  room.  Please  return  it  at  the  end 
of  the  day. 

OPEN  GALLERY 

9.  You  are  now  ready  to  open  for  visitors.  Take  the  NEWS  banner  from  the  light  switch 

room  to  hang  on  the  flagpole  over  the  front  door.  Follow  instructions  found  in  the  Green  Book.  Our 
“sandwich  board”  Gallery  Open  sign  stored  in  the  entrance  lobby  should  be  placed  outside  on  the 
landing,  (NOT  on  the  sidewalk!! !)  This  sign  and  banner  are  essential  to  attract  visitors.  If  the  front 
door  has  not  been  unlocked,  do  it  now.  (On  a string  on  the  left  of  the  door  is  a hex  wrench  key.  While 
depressing  the  crash  bar,  insert  the  wrench  into  the  hole  in  the  bar  and  turn  to  lock  open  the  crash  bar). 

10.  Plan  on  one  person  sitting  down  in  the  narthex  and  one  person  staying  upstairs  in  the  Music  Room 
Gallery  at  all  times.  The  Church  has  requested  that  foyer  sitters  ask  those  who  enter  what  they  are  there 
for.  If  they  are  there  for  the  exhibit,  direct  them  upstairs.  If  they  do  not  have  a specific  appointment  and 
there  is  no  Church  event,  tell  them  the  Church  is  closed.  It’s  OK  to  let  people  use  the  bathroom  - just  be 
sure  you  see  them  leave.  Weather  permitting  leave  the  front  door  open  to  be  more  inviting.  The  person  at 
the  foyer  should  keep  a count  of  visitors  in  the  NEWS  log  book  also  kept  in  the  gallery  buffet.  It  is 
important  for  the  downstairs  person  to  check  occasionally  to  be  sure  the  banner  is  hanging  properly  and 

the  sandwich  board  is  still  vertical  on  windy  days.  Also  be  sure  that  someone  has  not  inadvertently 

locked  the  front  door. 

1 1 . The  green  sales  book  also  includes  instructions  for  locking-up  at  the  end  of  the  day. 

12.  Bring  your  cell  phone  and  pack  a lunch.  Take  warm  clothes.

Peter  L.  Spataro’s  memberships  have  included  Allied  Artists  of  America,  The  Salmagundi  Club,  Academic  Artists  Association, 
the  New  England  Watercolor  Society,  The  North  Shore  Art  Association,  The  Rockport  Art  Association,  The  Miami  and  Florida 
Watercolor  Societies  and  the  Hudson  Valley  Art  Association.  His  work  has  been  shown  in  many  national  exhibitions  including 
the  AMERICAN  WATERCOLOR  SOCIETY.  He  has  won  numerous  medals  and  other  awards.  His  paintings  have  been  featured 
in  many  publications  such  as;  Better  Homes  and  Gardens,  the  Book  the  Best  of  Watercolor  and  American  Artist  magazine. 

Peter  teaches  for  nationally  known  art  organizations  throughout  the  United  States.  Peter  has  studied  with  many  famous  master 
painters  including  five  years  studies  with  Edgar  A.  Whitney.  Peter’s  original  work  is  represented  in  galleries  from  Maine  to 
Florida.  He  works  in  all  media  and  paints  landscapes  still  life  and  portrait  and  figure  He  is  primarily  an  outdoor  painter  whose 
passion  for  color  and  light  is  evident  in  all  of  his  paintings. 

Peter  is  noted  as  a lively,  joyful  and  dynamic  teacher.  His  entertaining  classes  and  workshops  are  FUN  as  well  as 
full  of  helpful  and  useful  information. 

“I  begin  each  day  with  a complete  demonstration  in  whatever  medium  the  workshop  is  stressing.  I explain  how  to  plan  a painting 
stressing  composition  and  values  first.  I set  up  the  painting  with  emphasis  on  these  fundamentals  but  once  I am  into  the  painting 
process  I stress  how  important  it  is  to  see  the  beautiful  colors  in  nature  that  exist  before  our  eyes.  Beautiful  paintings  come  from 
beautiful  seeing.  Most  of  my  students  many  of  whom  are  professional  painters  in  their  own  right  tell  me  that  I teach  them  to  see 
colors  in  nature  that  they  never  saw.  My  demonstrations  are  not  quick  starts  but  normally  involve  a lot  of  teaching  and 
explanations  emphasizing  the  creative  options  available  to  us  as  artists.  Students  then  have  the  rest  of  the  day  to  paint  under 
my  guidance  and  advice.  We  have  several  group  critiques  during  the  workshop  along  with  daily  individual  critiques  and  normally 
a thorough  value  and  color  lesson  separate  from  the  actual  demonstration  lessons”
